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INTRODUCTION 


THE  late  T.  E.  H.  Curtis  was  a  collector  connoisseur  and  a  love: 
of  art  who  brought  to  his  chosen  task  a  rare  spirit  of  discern- 
ment and  an  exact  expert  knowledge.  He  was  particularly 
interested  in  the  art  of  glass  making  and  in  kindred  techniques;  his 
collections  reflect  that  deep  interest  and  reveal  his  special  studies  in 
these  fields,  though  he  did  not  restrict  himself  to  them,  but  enjoyed 
a  wide  and  ample  range. 

The  present  collection  comprises  the  objects  of  art  which  he 
secured  from  Egypt,  Greece,  Rome  and  the  Near  East:  bronzes,  pot- 
teries, jewelry  and  necklaces,  cameos  and  intaglios,  (including  speci- 
mens of  later  periods)  ,  and  a  collection  of  Babylonian  seal  cylinders.  In 
three  sales  which  will  be  held  at  a  later  date  will  be  sold  the  objects 
of  art  of  the  Far  East:  China  and  Japan;  Colonial  pottery,  Stafford- 
shire and  Lustre  ware;  modern  glass,  miscellaneous  art  objects,  and 
an  extensive  collection  of  minerals. 

The  task  of  cataloguing  the  nearly  three  thousand  objects  of  the 
collection  now  on  sale  was  not  easy,  as  anyone  acquainted  with  Greek 
pottery  or  art  of  the  stone  engraver  will  readily  appreciate.  The 
classification  has  been  made  after  a  long  and  careful  examination,  and 
modern  copies  and  replicas  have  been  clearly  characterized  as  such. 

The  antique  bronzes  contain  a  considerable  number  of  household 
implements  which  are  of  much  interest  in  connection  with  the  history 
of  civilization.  The  various  bronze  pitchers,  pans  and  incense  burners 
discovered  in  Syrian  tombs  show  that  in  those  days  artistic  spirit 
prevailed  also  in  the  creation  of  minor  utensils.  Among  the  bronze 
statues  are  several  excellent  specimens.  It  may  be  sufficient  to  men- 
tion the  Egyptian  bronzes,  Nos.  72  and  73,  the  splendid  head  of 
Jupiter  Serapis,  No.  86,  and  the  Roman  statuette  of  Venus,  No.  121. 
Among  the  bronze  vases  are  several  rare  and  remarkable  specimens, 
including  No.  40  from  the  South  of  Italy,  the  fine  pitchers  Nos.  35 
to  38,  and  the  interesting  chalice,  No.  42. 

In  Session  No.  2  are  the  two  very  curious  statues  of  Baal,  Nos. 
176  and  177.  The  Egyptian  glazed  pottery  contains  several  remark- 
able ushabti  and  minor  specimens,  some  dating  back  to  the  18th  Dyn- 
asty. In  the  Greek  pottery  is  a  delightful  small  amphora,  No.  249. 
Many  of  the  tanagras  are  replicas  of  recent  date,  but  the  terra  cotta 
bust  of  a  Laughing  Girl,  No.  307,  and  several  of  the  Roman  lamps 
with  signatures,  are  very  interesting  and  genuine  specimens.  A  good 
sculpture  from  Cyprus,  No.  330,  the  Roman  fresco  painting,  No.  334, 


and  the  lead  reliefs,  No.  335  and  336,  offer  attractive  and  diverse 
aspects  of  antique  art. 

The  third  Session  of  the  sale  brings  first  a  collection  of  cameos 
and  intaglios.  The  cameos  are  practically  all  of  recent  date,  with 
the  exception  of  Nos.  363  to  365,  which  are  very  fine  specimens  of 
the  Renaissance  period.  The  intaglios  include  a  large  number  of 
excellent  specimens,  discovered  mainly  in  Syrian  tombs  of  the  Roman 
Period.  Among  the  later  intaglios  is  No.  456,  a  particularly  fine 
specimen  of  the  Renaissance  Period,  while  Nos.  393  to  398  form  a 
series  of  Empire  copies  of  antique  gems  of  remarkable  beauty.  Atten- 
tion may  also  be  drawn  to  the  great  number  of  antique  gold  rings, 
chiefly  from  Syria. 

In  the  antique  jewelry  will  be  found  a  collection  of  about  230 
necklaces,  which  covers  a  wide  period,  ranging  from  old  Egyptian 
beads  down  to  the  Venetian  Aggry  beads.  Many  of  these  necklaces 
are  put  together  from  amulets  and  tubular  beads,  the  latter  being  taken 
from  the  mummy  nets.  The  bead  necklaces  of  the  Roman  period  con- 
tain remarkable  and  absolutely  unique  specimens  of  Roman  mosaic 
beads,  which  have  now  practically  disappeared  from  the  market. 
Other  features  include  a  fine  collection  of  earrings,  bracelets  and 
various  ornaments  in  gold,  mainly  from  Syria. 

The  Babylonian,  Phoenician  and  Hetite  seal  cylinders,  together 
with  the  Babylonian  and  Sassanian  seals,  are  fine  illustrations  of 
another  chapter  of  Glyptic  art. 

The  last  Session  of  the  sale  comprises  mainly  pottery.  Glazed 
potteries  have  been  preserved  of  a  strictly  Greco-Roman  character, 
which  have  been  attributed  to  the  early  Imperial  Period.  These  have 
been  combined  in  the  Exhibition  with  other  glazed  wares,  produced  at 
the  same  period  in  other  provinces  of  the  Empire,  chiefly  Syria  and 
Egypt.  These  glazed  wares  of  the  Roman  Empire,  together  with  the 
Parthian  wares,  are  the  predecessors  of  the  glazed  Mohammadan 
potteries,  of  which  the  Curtis  collection  contains  a  splendid  series. 
Raqqa,  Rhages  and  Sultanabad  are  equally  well  represented.  These 
potteries  must  have  had  a  particular  attraction  for  Mr.  Curtis  on 
account  of  their  kinship,  technically  and  artistically,  with  glass. 

Some  American  Pre-Hispanic  potteries,  and  an  interesting  lot 
of  coins,  for  the  cataloguing  of  which  we  are  indebted  to  Mr.  Wayte 
Raymond,  complete  the  collection.

Note. — In  the  catalogue  of  Cameos  and  Intaglios  we  have  made 
the  distinction  of  three  periods :  Antique,  Renaissance  and  of  recent 
date.  The  objects  which  are  designated  as  antique  belong  practically 
all  to  the  period  of  the  Roman  Empire.  The  objects  designated  as 
of  recent  date  belong  to  the  end  of  the  18th  Century,  where  with  the 
Neo  classic  movement  a  revival  arose  in  Glyptic  Art,  also  to  the  first 
half  of  the  19th  Century  where  many  cameos  and  intaglios  were  pro- 
duced, particularly  in  Italy.
